Section twelve of said chapter 167 is Efect of the gl
hereby amended, by adding next after the word ¢ dis- lieas, &,
trict,” where it last occurs in said section, the following
words, to wit: ¢ And the filing and recording of all such
instruments and papers, shall have the same forco and
effect as the recording of deeds and mortgages in the
office of register of deeds.”

Thisact shall take effect and bo in force
from and after its passago and publication.
